Noted  Inventor, 
Dr.  Fletcher 
Honored  Today 

Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher,  director 
of  research,  will  be  honored  at 
today’s  assembly  for  the  part  he 
played  in  the  development  of 
stereophonic  sound,  which  is 
currently  \ being  used  in  cine- 
mascope movies. 

/ 

This  assembly  will  be  a demon- 
stration of  how  stereophonic 
sound  works . and  in  many  ways 
will  be  a duplicate  of  the  first 
demonstration  of  the  system  on 
April  27,  1933.  That  first  dem- 
onstration was  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Fletcher,  who  was  at 
that  time  director  of  acoustical 
research  at  the  Bell  Telephone 
Laboratories. 

To  Be  Broadcast 
Part  of  the  program  will  be 
conducted  from  the  Smith  Audi- 
torium. It  will  be  broadcast  in 
the  George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house  through  five  loudspeakers 
spread  across  the  main  floor  of 
the  Fieldhouse. 

Some  of  the  items  scheduled 
on  the  program  in  the  Auditor- 
ium that  will  illustrate  the  use 
of  stereophonic  sound  are  an  or- 
chestra number,  a vocal  solo  with 
the  soloist  walking  from  one  side 
of  the  stage  to  the  other,  a skit, 
and  a trumpet  solo.

College  of  Education  has  as  its 
principal  function  the  educating 
of  teachers,  counselors,  princi- 
pals, supervisors,  superintend- 
ents, and  other  professional  edu- 
cation workers. 

:It  offers  courses  leading  to 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of 
Science  degrees,  and  advanced  de- 
grees in  the  professional  fields 
of  education.  This  college,  which 
claims  1,012  students,  is  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  important 
at  Brigham  Young  University. 

College  of  Education  meets 
the  requirements  of  Utah’s  State 
Board  of  Education  for  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  teacher  certi- 
fication, and  for  certificates  in 
counseling  administration  and 
supervision. 

Work  leading  to  such  certifi- 
cates in  other  states  and  nations 
may  also  be  taken  at  this  uni- 
versity. ' 

According  to  Reuben  D.  Law, 
who  has  been  dean  of  the  college 
for  eight  years,  the  important 
authority  to  teach  is  not  a right 
to  be  demanded  by  any  citizen. 
It  is  a privilege  granted  to  the 
individual  by  society  on  the  basis 
of  worthiness  and  scholarship. 

In  connection  with  the  depart- 
ments of  elementary  and  second- 
ary education,  BYU  maintains 
modern  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools,  two  of  which  are  lo- 
cated on  the  lower  campus,  with

classes  from  kindergarten  to  the 
twelfth  grade.  In  these  schools, 
prospective  teachers  gain  exper- 
ience in  teaching  with  helpful 
guidance  and  supervision. 

A teacher  placement  bureau  is 
also  part  of  t;his  college.  Along 
with  helping  prospective  teach- 
ers, it  also  aids  experienced  ones, 
and  serves  administrators  in 
school  districts  and  institutions 
where  professional  personnel  are 
desired. 

Students  who  register  in  the 
College  of  Education  are  expect- 
ed to  maintain  high  standards  of 
morality,  personal  integrity, 
cleanliness  of  living,  and  civic 
responsibility  comparable  to  the 
better  elements  of  the  commun- 
ity. Especially  should  this  be 
true  of  all  who  expect  to  be  rec- 
ommended through  BYU,  since 
its  graduates  are  world-famous 
for  their  high  ideals  and  clean 
living. 

More  students  are  graduating 
from  the  College  of  Education 
this  spring  than  from  any  other 
college  on  campus.  According  to 
Dean  Law,  this  has  been  true  for 
several  years. 

Having  been  inconveniently 
located  on  loWer  campus  in 
crowded  quarters  for  75  years, 
the  college  is  looking  forward  to 
moving  into  the  David  O.  McKay 
Building  on  upper  campus  next 
fall.  Some  departments  are  al- 
ready operating  on  upper  camp-

Attend  Minnesota  Meet 


Lambda  Delta  Sigma  Fraternity 
Chooses  Next  Year’s  Officers 


Colonel  Robert  P.  Taylor,  staff 
chapjain  for  the  Air  University 
and  major  command  chaplain  for 
the  AFROTC  units  in  the  United 
States,  addressed  Wing  1 cadets 
Thursday  afternoon. 

Basing  his  address  around  a 
description  of  four  kinds  of  citi- 
zens, Chaplain  Taylor  described 
the  majority  of  Americans  as 
“loyal,  true,  and  willing  to  fight 
to  defend  their  heritage.”  He  also 
stated  that  there  a few  citizens 
of  this  country  who  are  unable 
financially  to  gain  the  education 
necessary  to  understand  our 
present  problems,  that  there  are 
those  who  will  .not  defend  our 
nations,  and  that  thre  are  even 
those  who  would  be  traitors  to 
our  nation. 

Chaplain  Taylor  stressed  the 
need  for  intelligent,  trustworthy 
officers  in  the  United  States  Air 
Force,  and  the  responsibility 
vested  in  the  members  of  the 
armed  forces. 

A prisoner  of  the  Japanese 
for-  43  months  during  World  War 
II,  Chaplain  Taylor  wears  the 
Distinguished  Service  Medal  and 
the  Bronze  Star.  This  former  dec- 
oration is  given  only  for  galan- 
try  in  action  against  an  “arm- 
ed enemy.” 

According  to  Lt.  Col.  Jesse  E. 
Stay,  commanding  officer  of  the 
detachment,  Chaplain  Taylor  was 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  de- 
tachment personnel  are  stressing 
that  graduates  wll  make  better 
officers  if  they  live  up  to  the 
standards  of  the  Church,  and 
are  giving  lectures  along  that 
line.

Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher  will  be  honored  today  in  the  devotional 
assembly.  Many  of  his  inventions  and  scientific  contributions  will 
be  exhibited  and  explained.  Brigham  Young  University  is  proud  to 
number  this  great  scientist  among  its  alumni  and  faculty  members. 

Every  student  at  this  university  would  do  well  to  emulate  the 
hard-work  and  determination  of  Dr.  Fletcher.  Whether  you  are  en- 
rolled in  College  of  Commerce,  College  of  Fine  Arts,  or  plan'  to 
continue  studies  in  the  new  College  of  Physical  and  Engineering 
Science,  of  which  Dr.  Fletcher  is  acting  dean,  you  may  be  assured ' 
of  success,  if  you  follow  the  one  royal  road — of  honest,  conscientious 
work. 

Dr.  Fletcher  began  his  hard  work  as  an  undergraduate 
student  in  this  university.  He  completed  the  four  year  course 
in  three  years,  proposed  to,  and  married  his  sweetheart, 
packed  his  bags  and  headed  for  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Perhaps  you  can  imagine  his  dismay,  when  university  officials 
hesitated  about  admitting  him.  They  relented,  somewhat  dubious  of 
this  young  man  Vho  had  but  three  years  of  college  experience.  He 
was  admitted  on  condition  of  completing  certain  undergraduate 
courses.  i \ 

But,  in  three  years,  he  completed  that  phase  of  ihis 
studies,  and  collaborated  with  Robert  A.  Millikin  in  isolating 
a single  electron  to  demonstrate  its  atomic  nature  for  which 
Millikin  won  the  Nobel  prize — and  received  his  Ph.D.  degree 
with  the  first  summa  cum  laude  (highest  honors)  ever 
awarded  by  the  physics  department  of  University  of  Chicago. 
Since  that  time,  Dr.  Fletcher  has  been  awarded  five  honorary 
degrees,  including  one  from  Columbia  University. 

After  graduation  he  returned  to  Provo  and  became  the  first  pro- 
fessor at  BYU  with  a Ph.D.  degree.  Among  his  students  were  the 
late  Dr.  Carl  F.  Eyring,  Dr.  Wayne  B.  Hales,  professor  of  physics 
and  mathematics;  Dr.  Milton  Marshall,  professor  of  physics;  Joseph 
K.  Nicholes,  professor  of  chemistry,  all  of  whom  have  served  or 
now  serve  on  the  faculty.  % , 

Dr.  Fletcher  spent  33  years  working  at  Western  Electric 
laboratory,  later  the  Bell  Laboratory.  He  helped  found  the 
Acoustical  Society  of  America  and  was  its  first  president. 

Dr.  Fletcher  and  Thomas  A.  Edison,  are  the  only  honorary 
members  named  to  the  society. 

Now,  at  an  age  when  most  men  would  have  retired,  Dr. 
Fletcher  continues  his  labors,  building  Brigham  Young  University, 
and  its  new  engineering  school.  His  work  is  always  well-done;  may 
we  follow  his  example  and  do  ours  as  well.
